To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Repton  Rural  District  Council. 


Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  herewith  my  second  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1945,  I  have  pleasure  in  announcing  that 
the  general  health  remains  good.  This  is  my  first  report  for  a  whole 
year  that  the  district  has  been  under  my  control  and  therefore  my 
introduction  is  longer  than  usual  due  to  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

The  Vital  Statistics  submitted  will  bear  favourable  comparison 
with  those  in  previous  years  although  the  statistics  are  based  mainly 
on  the  returns  of  the  Registrar  General,  issued  on  the  supply  of  ration 
books.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  population  of  Mickleover 
Mental  Hospital  and  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital  at  Bretby  cannot  be 
included  in  our  total  population,  yet  the  deaths  in  these  institutions 
are  recorded  as  having  occurred  in  the  District.  This  gives  us  a  higher 
death-rate  than  the  facts  actually  warrant  and  may  make  an  unfavourable 
comparison  with  nearby  urban  areas  where  the  rate  appears  lower. 
The  child  population  is  disconcerting  in  that,  having  lost  over  700 
evacuees,  nevertheless  the  child  population  is  up  by  over  1,000. 
Having  regard  to  this,  undue  reliance  will  not  be  placed  on  any  of  the 
statistical  rates  for  drawing  comparisons.  However,  it  is  now  clear 
that  in  the  campaign  for  Diphtheria  Immunisation  this  Council  has 
immunised  many  children  evacuated  during  the  War  and  who  have 
now  returned  to  other  Health  Authorities. 
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I  am  requested  by  the  Minister  of  Health  to  allude  to  our 
schemes  for  water  supply.  These  are  being  formulated  in  several 
comprehensive  schemes  as  the  Council  have  ever  been  mindful  of  the 
necessity  for  pure  water  to  an  agricultural  area.  This  is  integrally  bound 
up  with  a  prosperous  agricultural  development  of  food  production. 

The  disastrous  flood  which  occurred  during  the  week-end 
of  February  9th  and  10th,  1946,  which  inundated  Hatton,  Foston 
and  Scropton  is  illustrative  of  the  difficulties  of  water  supply  in  a 
rural  area.  No  mains  supply  being  available  meant  that  the  wells  in 
these  parishes  were  not  only  polluted  for  the  time  but  have  continued 
to  be  so.  During  the  acute  phase  of  the  difficulty,  thanks  to  the  Clerk, 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Representatives  of  the  Parishes 
concerned,  energetic  measures  were  taken  to  supply  water  of  high 
purity  from  outlying  mains  areas  by  means  of  churns  conveyed  by 
motor-lorries.  These  measures,  together  with  the  distribution  of  coal 
and  food,  were  of  the  utmost  assistance  to  the  distressed  residents 
whose  plight  had  to  be  seen  to  be  believed,  especially  as  the  water 
subsided  very  slowly.  In  this  connection,  the  Derbyshire  County 
Council  were  most  helpful  in  reducing  their  charges  for  bacteriological 
examination  of  polluted  wells  to  half  their  nominal  cost. 

Speaking  personally,  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks, 
amply  merited,  to  the  Council’s  Officers  for  their  magnificent  and 
voluntary  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  distressed  residents.  If  these  efforts 
had  not  been  made,  much  greater  hardship  would  have  befallen  the 
victims  of  a  disaster  which  happened  with  incredible  speed. 

With  regard  to  Housing,  this  problem  is  receiving  earnest 
attention.  The  overwork  and  understaffing  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  has  meant  that  the  Housing  Survey  is  in  arrear.  It  is 
to  recover  the  position  as  regards  the  Housing  Survey  that  the  Staff 
is  being  increased  by  the  appointment  of  an  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Some  increase  in  the  work  of  the  department  has  been  occasioned 
by  the  control  of  repatriates  from  abroad  and  has  on  several  occasions 
been  very  heavy.  The  observation  of  migrant  repatriated  people, 
many  fleeting  and  temporary,  who  have  proceeded  from  areas  infected 
with  typhus,  small-pox  or  other  zymotic  diseases  and  whose  surveillance 
has  been  no  easy  matter,  and  has  called  for  much  time  and  tact. 

During  the  year,  samples  of  ice-cream  have  proved  very  un¬ 
satisfactory  on  bacteriological  examination  and  this  Council  has  been 
alert  to  the  problem  of  impure  ice-cream  being  offered  to  a  public 
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avid  for  delicacies.  The  subsequent  publication  of  “  Three  outbreaks 
of  staphylococcal  food-poisoning  due  to  ice-cream  ”  published  in 
the  Monthly  Bulletin  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  in  January  1946,  amply  upheld  the 
Council  for  their  scrupulous  care  of  the  public  welfare. 

It  is  quite  impossible  to  show  in  this  introduction  all  the  many 
problems  which  have  been  tackled  by  an  over-worked  and  under¬ 
staffed  department  but  it  is  illustrative  of  the  positive  preventative 
action  necessary  to  diminish  health  hazards  which  might  otherwise 
have  reached  epidemic  proportion.  The  preventative  side  of  a  Public 
Health  Department  is  often  disregarded  when  compared  to  the  more 
dramatic  actions  necessitated  by  actual  epidemics. 

I  must  therefore  express  my  thanks  to  the  Departmental 
Staff  for  constant  and  ungrudging  devotion  to  duty  at  all  times, 
irrespective  of  hours ;  to  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  who  has  been  in 
unfailing  liaison  with  the  Department ;  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  his  liberal  co-operation  ;  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
for  his  great  help  in  water  and  sewerage  schemes  ;  and  lastly  but 
not  least  to  the  Council  themselves  for  their  keen  interest  in  wise 
administration. 

For  the  statements  made  herein  I  am  solely  responsible  but 
I  think  they  will  repay  study  for  the  future  improvement  of  the  District.

1.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
Parish  of  Woodville. 

It  is  estimated  this  Works,  as  constructed,  will  receive  the  foul 
sewage  from  an  additional  60  houses  before  any  extensions  are  necessary. 
The  works  are  suitably  sited,  and  sufficient  land  is  owned  by  the 
Council  for  such  extensions,  and  the  Council  propose  to  extend  these 
Works  when  the  necessity  arises. 

Parish  of  Repton. 

A  new  impellor  and  suction  cover  has  been  fixed  and  the  pump 
generally  overhauled  at  the  Repton  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  and  all 
is  satisfactory. 

Drakelow  Sewage  Scheme. 

Owing  to  the  anticipated  disturbance  of  the  ground  due  to  mining 
subsidence,  and  the  difficulty  of  finding  a  suitable  site,  the  Council 
have  under  consideration  the  concentration  of  the  foul  sewage  from 
the  undermentioned  parishes  to  be  treated  in  one  large  works  on  a  safe 
site  within  the  parish  of  Drakelow,  the  resultant  effluent  would  dis¬ 
charge  into  the  River  Trent  and  the  large  volume  of  water  in  the  river 
would  be  sufficient  to  dilute  the  effluent  and  avoid  sewage  nuisance. 

The  parishes  concerned  being  : — 

Drakelow,  Walton-on-Trent,  Cauldwell,  Rosliston,  Coton-in-the- 
Elms,  Castle  Gresley,  Linton,  Overseal  and  Netherseal. 

A  letter  has  been  received  from  the  Swadlincote  District  Urban 
District  Council  asking  the  Repton  Rural  District  Council  to  receive 
and  treat  the  foul  sewage  from  Church  Gresley  at  present  discharging 
over  land  at  Cappy  Hill,  adjacent  to  Burton  Road,  Castle  Gresley. 
Provision  will  be  made  to  receive  and  treat  this  sewage  and  any  other 
sewage  from  the  Swadlincote  District,  if  required,  in  the  above 
proposed  Disposal  Works.  Plans  are  in  course  of  preparation  for  this 
scheme. 

Parish  of  Mickleover. 

The  Council  proposed  to  concentrate  the  whole  of  the  sewage 
from  Mickleover  into  their  existing  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Findern 
The  sewage  at  present  flowing  to  the  Bunkers  Sewage  Works  will  be 
diverted  to  Findern,  and  the  Bunkers  Works  retained  for  the  treatment 
of  storm  water  only.  Plans  are  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  necessary 
new  sewer  and  extensions  of  the  Findern  Works. 
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Parish  of  Hilton. 

The  present  Sewage  Disposal  in  this  village  is  unsatisfactory, 
and  the  Council  propose  to  construct  a  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
Scheme  to  effectively  dispose  of  the  foul  sewage,  for  which  plans  are 
now  in  course  of  preparation. 

2.  WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  yield  from  the  Council’s  Smisby  Well  is  insufficient  for  the 
demand,  and  water  is  purchased  from  the  Swadlincote  and  Ashby 
Joint  Water  Board,  whose  supply  in  turn  is  inadequate.  In  order  to 
ensure  an  adequate  supply  to  the  village  of  Overseal,  the  Council  now 
purchase  water  in  bulk  direct  from  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks 
Company  through  a  meter  on  that  Company’s  trunk  main  which 
passes  through  the  village. 

Proposals  for  an  adequate  supply  of  water  for  Woodville  are 
being  submitted  to,  and  discussed  with,  the  Ministry  of  Health.  These 
proposals  will  be  considered  by  the  Minister  as  a  Post-War  project. 

Parishes  of  Hartshorne,  Ticknall  and  Hatton. 

The  yield  and  quality  of  the  water  supplying  the  above  parishes 
is  satisfactory.  It  is  proposed  to  install  an  automatic  pump  at  Ticknall 
in  the  near  future  to  ensure  an  adequate  supply  to  the  village.  All 
the  Council’s  water  supplies  are  chlorinated  before  distribution  to 
the  public. 

Dalbury  Lees  and  District  Water  Scheme. 

A  water  scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  parishes  within 
the  Northern  Area  of  the  Rural  District,  comprising  approximately 
47  miles  of  water  mains.  The  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council  for  consideration. 

3.  HOUSING 

Works  on  the  construction  of  the  Streets  and  Sewers  under  the 
Advanced  Preparation  of  Housing  Sites  are  in  an  advanced  stage  of 
construction  in  the  Parishes  of  Willington,  Hatton,  Repton  and  Linton, 
and  it  is  expected  that  work  will  commence  on  the  Woodville  site  in 
the  near  future. 

The  number  of  houses  to  be  erected  in  the  Council’s  first  and 
second  year  programme  is  300,  of  which  258  will  be  allocated  to  the 
above  sites,  the  remainder  being  distributed  amongst  parishes  within 
the  Rural  District. 
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Six  different  types  of  houses  have  been  designed  and  approved 
by  the  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health ;  work  has  already  com¬ 
menced  on  the  erection  of  these  houses,  as  follows  : —

Six  “  Phoenix  ”  type  temporary  bungalows  have  been  erected 
at  the  City,  Woodville,  by  the  Ministry  of  Works,  and  are  now  tenanted.

Plans  for  19  houses  have  been  submitted  and  approved  by  the 
Council  as  private  development  during  the  year  ending  31/12/45, 
also  several  plans  have  been  submitted  to  the  Council  for  urgent 
alterations  and  additions  to  existing  dwellings  during  the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Scavenging. 

The  following  parishes  in  the  Southern  District  have  scavenging 
schemes  in  operation — Bretby,  Castle  Gresley,  Coton-in-the-Elms, 
Hartshorne,  Linton,  Netherseal,  Overseal,  Repton,  and  Woodville, 
and  the  total  cost  for  the  year  was  £3,560  17s.  Id.,  which  is  an  annual 
cost  of  19/1  Id.  per  house.  The  Council  are  proposing  putting  into 
operation  scavenging  schemes  in  a  further  seven  parishes  in  the 
Southern  District,  viz.,  Ticknall,  Smisby,  Newton  Solney,  Rosliston, 
Lullington,  Walton-on-Trent,  and  Cauldwell,  which  will  leave  only 
very  isolated  properties  without  a  scavenging  scheme. 

In  the  Northern  District  the  following  parishes  have  scavenging 
collection  schemes  in  operation,  viz.,  Burnaston,  Church  Broughton, 
Egginton,  Etwall,  Findern,  Foston  and  Scropton,  Hatton,  Hilton, 
Mickleover,  Stenson,  and  Willington.  The  total  cost  for  the  year  was 
£2,254  8s.  10d.,  which  makes  the  annual  cost  per  house  scavenged 
15/6d. ;  this  cost  includes  the  scavenging  of  cesspools  at  Hatton — 
Foston  and  Mickleover,  authorised  by  the  Council,  and  all  costs  in 
connection  with  tips  and  workmen’s  wages. 

SHOPS  ACTS,  1912—1936 

Inspections  have  been  carried  out  in  all  parishes  in  the  district, 
and  infringements  of  the  above  Acts  were  chiefly  in  respect  of  shop¬ 
keepers  failing  to  display  the  Notices  of  hours  of  closing,  and  weeldy 
half-day  closing  notices.  One  case  of  excessive  hours  being  worked 
by  a  young  person  was  dealt  with  by  interviewing  the  employer.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

There  were  no  cases  in  which  it  was  necessary  to  take  action 
regarding  factory  chimneys.

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1936 

There  are  9  Farms  registered  with  the  Derbyshire  County  Council 
as  producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  and  140  Farms  registered  as 
Accredited  Milk  Producers. 

1.  Heat-treated  milk  is  produced  in  bulk  at  the  Wilts  United 
Dairies  Ltd.,  Egginton  Branch,  and  samples  of  this  milk  are  taken 
monthly  for  Phosphatase  Test  and  Methylene  Blue  Tests. 

2.  Samples  of  milk  are  taken  monthly  for  the  Ministry  of  Health 
from  the  Burton-on-Trent  Corporation’s  Blakeley  Farm,  Etwall, 
which  produces  Accredited  Milk,  and  the  Derby  Corporation  Rough 
Heanor  Farm,  Mickleover,  which  produces  Tuberculin  tested  milk. 

3.  During  the  year  a  pasteurising  establishment  was  commenced 
in  the  district,  and  was  registered  by  the  Rural  District  Council. 
Two  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  taken  each  month  and  examined 
by  the  County  Analyst,  who  reported  on  two  of  the  samples  as 
“  unsatisfactory.” 

4.  “  Accredited  ”  milk  licences  are  granted  by  the  County 
Council,  and  have  resulted  in  many  improvements  in  the  sterilizing 
arrangements  at  farms.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOODS 
Manufacture  of  Ice  Cream. 

During  the  year  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken  in  the  Southern 
District  from  two  factories  where  it  was  manufactured,  and  Bacillus 
Coli  was  “  Positive  ”  in  both  samples. 

The  owners  of  these  businesses  were  immediately  interviewed, 
and  agreed  to  cease  manufacturing  forthwith,  until  alterations  and 
improvements  were  carried  out  to  give  better  facilities  to  produce  a 
good  clean  quality  of  this  food. 

In  the  Northern  area  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken  from  two 
shops,  one  retailing  and  one  making  ice  cream ;  in  both  cases  a 
Positive  bacteriological  was  obtained.  Follow  up  samples  were  taken 
at  short  intervals  until  Negative  bacteriological  was  forthcoming. 
In  both  cases  the  source  of  the  contamination  was  not  traced,  although 
action  was  taken  by  the  Medical  Officer  to  ascertain  this.
